Rivoli, passing thus through the heart 
of the Paris hotel world, where the 
spectacle will be observed by many 
American visitors. 

On the arrival of the two Presidents 

at the Place de l’Hétel de Ville mili- 
tary bands massed in the great square 
: will strike up ‘‘ La Marseillaise,” and 
‘Henri Galli, President of the Municipal 
Council, and M. de Lanney, Prefect 
of the Seine, will escort MM. Poincaré 
and Falliéres te the inner courtyard 
of the great municipal palace, where 
ex-President Loubet and the Presi- 
dents and officials of the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate will be await- 
‘ing them. 
After a few words of welcome from 
‘MM. Galli and Loubet MM. Falliéres 
‘and Poincaré will sign the Golden Book 
of the city and then proceed to the 
spacious salons on the first floor.

Treasure of Classical 


Antiquity. 


Above is the first photograph of 


one of the finest classical statues dis- , 


covered in recent years. It is a bronze 
statue of an ephebus and has been 
Placed in the National Museum at 
Rome, founded a few years ago in the 
Baths of Diocletidn in the Monastery 
of the Church of S. Maria degli Angeli, 
chiefly for the reception of antique 
works of art which are _ discovered 
from time to time in Rome itself. 
The statue was found by a peasant 


working in his field at Sutri, near 
Rome, and has been purchased by 
the National Museum for $8,000. 
It is wonderfully preserved, 2 feet 
7 inches in height, and is a very fine 
Graeco-Roman reproduction of an 
original of the fourth century B. C. 
It represents a youth in the attitude of 
the Lycian Apollo of Praxiteles, but 
Signor Paribeni, Director of the Na- 


; tional Museum, is of the opinion that 
it shows simply a handsome ephebus 
dressing his hair with his right hand 
and holding a mirror in his left. Art 
experts are showing much interest in

The same record shows that in 
France itself about 17,000 cars were 
sold in all, and at the end of the year 
there were in the country 89,185 ordi- 
nary automobiles, 28,641 motor cycles 
and 2,990,000 bicycles, being in the pro- | 
portion of one motor/’cyele for every | 
1,382 inhabitants, one automobile for 
every 9500 inhabitants and one bicycle} 
for every thirteen inhabitants 

Of these machines 21,500 automobiles | 
and 305,000 cycles are in Paris and the 
suburbs alone. 

In the last ten years it is shown that 
the number of automobiles has multi 
plied by four, and in one year alone, |

ELEVATOR ACCIDENTS 


Could Be Prevented by Use of Atto- 
matic Devices. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I desire to call your attention to the fact that 
the records in the Coroner’s Office show that 
86 people were killed in elevator accidents dur- 
ing the period of one year from Oct. 1, 1911, 
to Sept. 30, 1912, in the Borough of Manhattan, 
the major part of which accidents could 
been prevented. 

The records of Bureau of Factory In- 
spection of the of New York show 
that 1,308 elevator accidents were reported from 
1907 to 1910 as having occurred in New York 
factories alone. Of these accidents, over 10 
per cent. proved fatal. 

The greatest danger at the present time 
exists at the entrance or exit from the eleva- 
tor car, as is shown by the Coroners’ records 
—83 people being killed while getting on and off 
elevators, and by falling through an open door 
or unguarded opening into the elevator shaft- 
way. This danger can be almost entirely 
eliminated by properly inclosing the elevator 
shafts on all sides, and equipping the eleva- 
tors with automatic safety appliances, which 
prevent the operation of the car in either di- 
rection while any door leading into the eleva- 
tor shaft is open or unlocked. In this way 
thousands of gerious and fatal elevator acci- 
dents could be prevented annually. 

A number of different 
devised for this purpose, and are installed in 
prominent insurance buildings and hotels in 
New York City and elsewhere. These devices 
have proven so successful and permanently re- 
liable as to justify a statutory requirement that 
all elevators carrying passengers be equipped 
with some system of automatic devices which 
wil] prevent the operation of the elevator while 
a door leading into the shaft is open. 

A statutory requirement or city ordinance 
is necessary to promote the greater use of these 
appliances, as but few casualty companies 
make any reduction or differential rate for 
liability insurance on elevators where 2'1 pre- 
cautions against accidents are taken and mod- 
ern safety appliances are installed, and the 
owners of buildings will not go to the expense 
of installing these appliances, as they consider 
it cheaper to insure against accident rather 
than p -ect human life.

From the Fourth Estate 

THE NEw YORK TIMEs’S report of the 
Scott tragedy Tuesday morning was the earliest 
published in the world. None of the London 
papers received all of the first installment of 
the message from New Zealand in time te 
print it even in their latest regular editions, 
although THE NEW YORK TIMBs had it all 
in its first edition at 1 A. M. 

The fullest report given to the English public 
was in The Daily Mail, in an extra issued after 
5 A. M., which stated that the dispatcn was 
copyrighted in Great Britain by The Centra] 
News and in the United States by THE NEW 
York Times. The London Times was un- 
abie in its 4 o’clock edition to take the nar- 
rative beyond the finding of the bodies of 
Capt. Scott and his companions, while other 
English papers were even less successful in 
their handling of this news of National interest. 

The most extensive report in London wags 
that of The Daily Mail, which covered nine 
columns, as compared with THE NEW YORK

Now there is scarcely a school in this city

{spread and intelligent among both boys and 
‘girls; where the children are not much strong- 
‘er, more active and healthy, than they were in 
| 1908; where ideas of honor and fair play have 
}not been created, which were never before 
| known, and where a spirit of school pride has 

not been developed, which constitutes a most 
important educational factor. 

With every year the standard of athletic 
ability becomes higher. Acdempanying this is 
a marked ifMprovement in carriage of the per- 
; son, alertness of the mind and body, and the 
; general air of strength and health resulting 
| from the athletic exercises which the children 
have pursued. Gratifying as is this from the 
physical side, the improvement on the side of 
ethics, school discipline, and esprit de corps is 
even greater—a fact which has constituted the 
supervising and teaching force of the schools 
firm supporters of the work. 

Every effort which can be made by those in-

There is little doubt that McGraw is

alarmed, because Russia was taking the 
Amur regions, England conquering In- 
dia, France invading Indo-China, and 
because Japan was encroaching upon 
Korea. <A course of politics and “ pacifi- 
cation ” of China by these four powers 
began, and resulted in Russia planting 
her flag in Chinese territory—in some 
places hundreds of miles inside China's 
original borders. Whgland planted her 
flag beyond India, along the border of 
Tibet, the Burma-China frontier, 
upon Hongkong, and at a port in North 
China.

But} 
it is also probable that no branch re-| 
ceives less attention from the average 
person. 

That is why we lay such stress upon it| 
in training our Boy Scouts and why we} 
demonstrate by frequent drill and actual | 
example the many ways in which the vic- | 
tim of illness or accident may be aided 
immediately and effectively, no matter 
where the emergency may occur or how 
few are the means of help within reach. 

The principles which underlie Boy Scout 
training in first aid to the injured ana 
the methods by which it is applied are 
just as applicable to Camptire Girls, to 
patties of school girls and their teachers | 
cainping out, and to women campers, as 
they are to the hundreds of thousands 
of Boy Scouts, among whom they have | 
Been entirely successful.

When an Artery Is Cut. 
Some scouts in a camp in the Adi-

{of the artery, and one of them imme- | 
| diately. put his fingers against it, above 
ithe cut, and pressed it back against the 
bone, Another prepared a tourniquet | 
| with a handerkerchief, tying it loosely | 
labout the arm, with a smooth stone in}; 
las respiration began they put the patient 
}to bed and kept him quiet and warm 


it just above where the fingers were ap- 
plied. 
Then a stick about a foot long was put 


under the handerchief at the outer side};

artery as the fingers, and this boy could | 


then take away his hand and help in the |

start up afresh. They gave the injured | 
boy no stimulants, but if he had been 
very weak they would have given him a 
teaspoonful of spirits ot ammonia in half 
a glass of water. 

Then they promptly covered the wound 
with a sterilized dressing from their Red 
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not to touch the open cut with their 


fingers, lest they should infect it with 
serms. If they had not had this steril- 
ized dressing with them they woud have 
boiled a clean towel or a handkerchief 
for fifteen minutes, squeezed the water 
out of it without touching the inner sur-, 
face, and bound the wound with this, 
And, finally, they made the injured boy 
keep very quiet, which was perhaps the 
most difficult part of the whole aftair, 
because they knew that although the 
bleeding had been checked it might start 
up again. 


A Drowning Accident. 


On a New Jersey lake a young man 
who could not swim was out in a cance. 
He upset the canoe and was in danger 


| of drowning. A ymumber ef peop.e were 


bathing not tae away, but either they did 
not understand his danger or were too 


excited to go to his assistance. <A boy 


scout, 17 years old, was swimming across 


the end of the lake and heard the young 
| man cry for help. He swam out ang 


reached the young fellow as he rose to 
the surface the second time. He kept 
cool and remembered that he must try 


;to prevent the other from catching hold 


of him, but the drowning man gave a 
lunge toward him and gripped him around 
the neck. 

With one hand the boy covered the 
other’s mouth, clasping the ‘nostrile 
tightly between his first two fingers, and 


) With the other hand in the smajl of hig 


back pulled the man toward him, tread 
ing water in the meantime. Then, take 
ing a full breath, he pressed one knee 
against the other’s stomach, thus forcing 
out the air in the lungs and at the samé@ 
time preventing him from taking in more 
by the pressure on his mouth and nose 
trils. This quickly broke the drowning 


|man’s ‘‘death grip,”” and the scout was 
|able to place his hands at the sides af 


the other’s head and to tow him out floats 


his back. 

When they reached shore many handg 
were ready to pull them out, but there 
was no one except the scout who knew 
what to do and was cool enough—he wags 
prepared by training and efficient meth= 
ods—to do the right thing. He laid the 
man on the ground, face downward, arms 
extended above his head, and face a little 
to one side, so as to allow the free passe 
age of air. Then he knelt astride the 
figure, with his hands in the spaces bes 
tween the short ribs. By letting the 
weight of his upper body fall upen hig 


hands he forced the air out of the lungs. 


Relaxing the pressure, the chest cavity 


| enlarged, and the air was drawn into the 


lungs. By repeating this double process 
fifteen times a minute artificial breathy 
ing was performed. It was ten minutes 


| before the patient began to show signs of 
\recovery. Then circulation was promoted 


by rubbing the legs and body toward the 
heart. This is the Schafer, or prone, 
method of resuscitation. It requires but 
one operator and no waste of time in pree 


| liminariegs, while. the patient, being fac@ 


down, fluids in the air passages will run 
or be forced out and the tongue will drop 
forward and require no holding.

These instances are typical of the many 
segs to which the boy scouts put the 
thorough training they receive.

Not more than ten years ago a large 
dealer downtown imported for sale the 
first Limerick hams.

HUGE WASTE AT PRESENT! 





Inventor Believes Fluid Should Be 
Nebulized Rather Than Atomized 
-——-Chicago Tests Succeed. 


In spite of plans and undoubted inten- | 
tlons to build more automobiles in the | 
present year than ever before, it is not) 
denied that the motor industry, as well | 
as the motor car owner, faces a most se-| 
rious problem and possible setback in 
the soaring price of gasoline. It is pre-| 
dicted that ‘‘gas”’ will reach 40 cents} 
or more @ gallon in the coming Summer. | 
What this means,to the pleasure car| 
maker and owner, as well as to those} 
interested from any viewpoint in motor} 
trucks, may readily be appreciated. What| 
is not so generally understood, however, ! 
is the enormous waste of natural re- 
eources which the country suffers in the | 
failure to use a wider range of the petro-! 
leum products as fuel for internal com- 
bustion engines. Phe figures are star- 
thing, to say the least. 

Last year 220,000,000 barrels of. crude 
oil were produced in this country. From} 
it was produced roughly 10,600,000 barrels 
of motor gasoline. Less than 5 per cent. 
of the total crude oil- was, therefore, 
available for motor purposes. After de- 
ducting one-half of the total supply of 
crude oil for all other purposes, including 
fuel ofls, lubricating oils, and residum, | 
about ten and one-half times the present 
amount, or 110,000,000 barrels, would re- 
main, which could be used in internal 
combustion engines, provided the proper | 
carburetor, or instrument for feeding it, | 
were devised. 

This would mean an_ addition to the } 
motor fuel supply of 4,000,000,000 gallons, | 
or an addition to the power supply of the 
country of some 48,000,000,000 horse-power | 
hours, annually. The automobile indus- | 
try, now so seriously jeopardized by the | 
question of fuel shortage and price, could 
be carried to nearly eleven times its pres- | 
ent extent. In terms of money, the fail- | 
ure to utilize as motor fuel the 100,000,000 | 
barrels of crude oil, much of which is now 
sold at 3 cents a galion and less, means 
an annual loss to the oil producers, at the 
present price of gasoline, 16 centsya gal- 
leon wholesale, of $500,000,000. Even if! 
the throwing on the market of this huge 
supply of fuel brought down ine price per | 
galion to, say, Y cents, which was the } 
gasoline price a year ago, the difference | 
between this 9 cents and the 5 cents now | 
obtained for the material not utilized as } 
fuel ‘would be about $240,000,000 annually. | 

The enormous quantities of fuel 
which would be furnished by the 
petroleum bases, if those oils up to, 
say, 600 degrees Fahrenheit, boiling 
point, could be utilized, are thus ap- | 
parent. Experts are not wanting, who| 
assert, conversely, that the petroleum | 
bases are at present the cheapest 
source of motor fuel. Their argument 
ruusS somewhat as follows: The earth |

nature. The products or compounds 
available for use in an internal com- 
bustion engine must be those which 
will produce high temperatures when |} 
combined with the oxygen of the at- 
mosphere. Little femains of the 
earth’s total bulk which is not already 
combined and burned up. Thus the 


water, forming the oceans. The few, 
metals, such as gold, copper, silver and 
iron, not already in combination with 
oxygen are not available for use in an 
engine, since for this use one must, 
have a material whose product of com- 
bustion is also gascous. 

This practically limits the available 
sources of motor fuel to carbon, or coal; 
hydrocarbon, the oil supply, and car- 
bohydrates, such as cellulose, woody | 
fibre and starch, from which alcohols 
can be derived. The chemists have no 
other choice; in order to produce a 
really new fuel they must make use of | 
some unknown thing. : 

According to Henry M. Reichenbach, a 
chemist and engineer of Rochester, N. Y., 
who has had a long experience in inven- 
tion, including some of the basic work on 
the photographic film, the carbohydrates 
are practically eliminated from the fuel 
field by reason of the expense attendant 
,upon their production. The practical test, 
he believes, is one in which separation 
only, and not combination and then subse- 
quent separation, is required to make it 
available for the internal combustion en- 
gine. Mr. Reichenbach believes that the 
solution of the problem lies in the use 
of the petrqleum products to a wider ex- 
tent than has hitherto been possible, and 
he believes also that he has devised a 
means to bring this about. 

For eight years the inventor has been 
at work on a carbureter for the utiliza- 
tion of the heavier oils, and he has dem- 
onstrated that his perfected device shows 





thorough combustion with fuels ranging 
from low boiling pomnts far up the scale, 


through kerosene and probably at least up 
to 600 degrees. The principle of this car- 
buretor is to break up the fuel more com- 
pletely than is now done, to nebulize 
rather than to atomize it; in other words, 
to bring the charge into the cylinder in 
the form of a fog rather than in the form 
of a spray. The theory behind the prac- 
tice in this device is that if the particles 
of oil are propelled with a sufficient ve- 
locity through orifices the minute parti- 
cles become charged in a like direction 
electrically and repel each other instead 
of coalescing. This is on the principle 
of the suspension of the clouds, and is 
based on the well-established tendency 
ef particles, each positive or each nega- 
tive, electrically to repel each other. In 
the carburetor it may be brought about 
by. the exceedingly minute subdivision of
